Socialization theories defeat a 
person’s moral “self,” a visiting 
philosophy professor from 
Loyola University of New York 
has said. 

Tom Wren, who is teaching at 
Cal State Fullerton this year as 
well as writing a book on moral 
motivation, told a group of pro- 
fessors and students that “con- 
temporary social psychologists 
don’t have a sufficiently intrin- 
sic notion of moral motivation.” 

“Socialization theory i is big on 
extrinsic motives,” 
which originate from outside, 
Wren said at a Philosophy De- 
partment coloquium - Monday. 
“Most moral philosophers, in- 
cluding myself, favor an inter- 
nalist t perspective.

Pilot program to cost $10 per Student (to be received if 200 students

Cal State’ Fullerton parking 
and transportation officials are 
accepting applications for a pilot 
program in which 200 students 
can park off campus and ride’ a 
shuttle to CSUF. 

The program, although origi- 
nally presented for the fall, is 
scheduled to. begin this spring 
and will cost each participating 
student $10, which is $23.75 less 
than current on-campus. park- 
ing fees. 

Under the proposed program, 
Racquetball World at 1535 Deer- 
park Drive, Fullerton, will allow 


participating students to park 


on the fourth level of its parking 


’ structure. The students will get 


on a shuttle at the northeast 
corner of the parking lot’s 
ground level, said Sheila 
Roberts, acting parking man- 


_ ager. 


Racquetball World originally 
proposed an agreement several 
years ago under which CSUF 
would use the club’s parking 
facilities during the day and the 
club would use CSUF’s facilities 
in the evening. 


“They” ve since built a parking 
structure, though, so they don’t 
need our facilities,” Roberts 
said. “They are, however, going 
to let Cal State Fullerton use 
their parking facility free.” 

Although only 150 spaces are 
available for 200 participants, 
Roberts said she believes there 
should be sufficient space, be- 
cause of differences in students’ 
schedules. 

“We're prepared to evaluate 
the schedules of everyone who 
enrolls,” she said. “We will ver- 
ify students’ class schedules, 
figure out how often shuttles 
should run and see what the 
peak times will be for participat- 
ing students.” 

“We can literally call the shut- 


tle operators the day before (we . 


need the vans) and tell them we 
need more vans,”: Roberts said. 

Cost for the shuttles, which 
are operated by Progressive 
Parking Systems, is expected to 
range from $18,000 to $36,000, 
depending on the number of 
shuttles needed. 

“Because it’s a pilot program, 
we aren't buying anything. We 
are just contracting out for 
vans,” Roberts said. “The $2,000

shuttle operations, money <Will 
be appropriated from the Fines 
and Forfeitures Fund, which re- 
ceives its revenues from parking 
tickets. : 


Under the proposal, par- 
ticipating students will be al- 
lowed to park at Racquetball 
World from 7:30 a.m. to “4:30 
p.m., and ride in the shuttle to 
two drop-off sites at CSUF. The 


proposed drop-off sites are east . 


of the Visual Arts Center, within 


‘15 minutes of departure, and | 


west of the Physical Education 
Building, within 20 minutes of 
departure from the off-campus 
parking lot. 


“The schedule is very flexible, 
almost too wide,” Roberts said. 
“It is conceivable that the shut- 
tle could run more often then 
every 10 minutes.” 

There will be no shuttle stops 
near Parking Lot E, Roberts 
said. 

“That will be our biggest prob- 
lem, because of the Marriott con- 
struction that will be occur-

won't affect CSU pensions

’ This increase was.a/rebound 
from Monday’s trading, when 
the market dropped more than 
500 points (almost a quarter of 
its value), the biggest single-day 
decline in its history. 


The record drop in the stock 
market should have no direct ef- 
fect on CSU faculty and staff 
pensions, but may indirectly af- 
fect the system’s budget, the 
chairman of Cal State Fuller- 
ton’s Finance Department said 
Tuesday.

John Emery said the market's 
huge losses and wild fluctua- 
tions do not accurately reflect 
the condition of the country’s 
especially that of 
California. 

“If you want to bet on anyone's 
economy,” Emery said, “Califor- 
nia is the place to look. No single 
sector of California's industries, 
such as aerospace or agricul- 
ture, represents more than 10% 
of the gross domestic product.” 
This ‘diversity helps keep the 
state’s economy strong and 
healthy, he said.

ments are guaranteed by the 


state. 

» Emery said the statewide sys- 
tem had approximately $48 bill- 
ion in its portfolio, with $28 bill- 


ion of the fund in common - 


stocks. 

“However, that was before 
Monday,” he said. “I’m sure 
there is a lot less in the fund 
today.”

Complexity of ‘legalese’

Linguistics is becoming more 
important to the legal profes- 
sion, with lawyers watching 
carefully for complexity in their 
language, a USC linguistics pro- 
fessor told a Cal State Fullerton 
audience. 

Ed Finegan said that many 
state legislatures have passed or 
are preparing laws concerning 
the readability of legal jargon. 

This, Finegan said Monday, is 
a burgeoning area of linguistics, 
which has become prominent in 
the last 15 to 20 years. He said 
it is becoming more common for 
law firms to bring in linguistics 
consultants to check for com- 
plexity and ambiguity in their 
language and to advise them on 
document wording. 

“Everybody knows legalese is 
impenetrable,” Finegan said. 
“Some people call it a foreign 
language. Many states have, 
however, put on the books laws 
that prescribe a certain amount 
of readability in legal docu- 
ments.” 

Finegan said many linguists 
are asked to testify in court 
about readability in cases in- 


volving insurance contracts and-—~ 


similar documents. He said he 
has worked on many such cases, 
one which involved Home Sav- 


ings of America and helped set , 


a precedent of sorts in the field 
of readability.

The professor added that the 
job of a linguist is “essentially 
that of a radiologist, to be able 
to highlight what the features 
of language are.” 


Miscommunication because 
of legal jargon can occur in 
court, he said. People have been 
charged with perjury when what 
actually happened was a case of 
“mishearing.” 


_ Finegan said, however, the’ 
readability of legal jargon is ' 


difficult to gauge. “You may 
judge a ‘document totally im- 
penetrable, and I'll come along 
and say, ‘Look, it means this,’ or 
vice versa. It all depends on 
what your background is.” 


Readability is often judged ac- 
cording to two acknowledged in- 
dexes of linguistic complexity — 

sentence length and word 
length. “Longer sentences tend 
to be more complex,” Finegan 
said. 


The same holds true for word 
length, Finegan said. “The most 


frequently used words in any 


language are the shorter ones 
and, of course, the more frequent 
the word the more familiar it is. 


-“The words that tend teoccur 
more frequently also tend to be 
monosyllabic. I think that 88 of 
the 100 most used words in writ- 
ten American English are 
monosyllabic. The other 12 all 
have two-syllables.”
